Q.  State  the  organization  v/ith  vhich  you  were  serving  at  the 
tine  of  your  capture,  and  when,  ’/here  and  by  whom  you  ’/ere 
t "ken  into  custody,  or  otherv/ise  made  a  prisoner  or  an 
interneo . 

A.  I  ’/as  serving  ”ith  the  380th  Bor.b  Group,  530th  Sauadron, 

5th  Bomb  Command  and  was  oanturad  on  21  September  1943  in 
the  Kai  Islands  by  a  Jaraneso  naval  \anit . 

Q.  Micro  were  you  kept  and  what  were  your  movements  while  you 
were  in  such  custody? 

:x,  .Star  ny  capture  I  was  held  on  the  Xai  Island  about  five 
days  ind  then  moved  by  plane  to  Ambon,  Anbonia  Island,  in 
the  Spico  Island  group.  I  was  held  here  68  days  and  then 
moved  by  shin  to  Ofuna ,  Japan,  arriving  there  on  12  February 
1944.  I  was  hold  at  this  prison  for  one  month  and  then 
moved  by  train  to  Omori  ’'here  I  remained  from  13  March  to 
27  August,  1944,  and  then  was  moved  by  train  and  ferry  to 
Zontsuji  i/hcro  I  remained  until  23  June  1945,  and  last  was 
moved  by  ferry  and  train  to  Kokiroshi,  Japan,  where  I 
remained  until  liber  .ted, 

Q.  Wore  you  an  eye-witness  to  any  illegal  conduct,  either  by 
way  of  omission  or  commission,  on  the  part  of  Axis  nationals 
or  soldiers  which  resulted  ir the  death  or  serious  injury  of 
any  American  national?

Q.  Describe  in  detail  the  conduct  which  you  believe  to  bo 

illegal,  giving  particulars  as  to  the  nature  thereof,  the 
name  and  identification  of  tho  victim  and  of  the  accused. 
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A.  About  4:15  p.n.  on  21  Septenbor  1943  the  B-24  on  which  I  was 
r.  bombardier  was  shot  down  over  the  Kai  Islands  and  after 
this  plane  crashed  nine  of  the  ton-nan  crew  wore  able  to 
get  out  of  the  plane.  This  plane  had  crashed  about  1,000 
yards  off  the  island  in  three  feet  of  water  on  a  cor-.il  reef. 
One  nan  in  the  crew,  the  navigator,  2d  Lt.  Edward  F. 
Zkuzinski  of  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  was  pinned  down  on  the 
flight  deck  by  the  top  turret  which  had  fallen  on  his  back. 

I  did  not  see  this  nan  in  this  position  as  I  had  been 
injured  in  the  crash  and  was  stretched  out  on  the  wing . 

This  nan's  position  was  described  to  no  as  stated  .and  after 
we  had  been  on  the  reef  about  an  hour  and  a  half  and  were 
still  unable  to  remove  the  navigator  whoso  screens  and  con¬ 
versation  were  audible  to  no  as  I  lay  on  the  wing,  a  snail 
dugout  boat  canc  out  from  the  shore."  The  first  nilot  had 
given  tho  navigator  sor.o  r.orphinc.  According  to  the 
description  I  received  fron  the  other  crew  members,  the 
navigator  was  on  his  hands  and  knees  but  able  to  twist  and 
raise  his  head  above  the  water  which  was  then  about  at  his 
chest.  One  of  his  legs  vp.s  fractured  and  ho  was  bleeding 
profusely  ?nd  suffering  fron  internal  injuries.  Tho  dugout 
boat  contained  one  Japanese  narine,  a  private  and  a  native. 
Because  of  the  navigator's  condition  and  tho  need  of  his 
innediate  removal  fron  tho  plane  we  surrendered  to  those 
two  individuals.  After  we  surrendered  out  wrist  watches 
were  collected  and  nore  narinos  led  by  ono  Japanese  naval 
officer,  an  ensign,  canc  out  to  the  reef  and  placed  the 
nine  of  us  in  a  boat.  Y/e  were  taken  ashore  despite  our 
protests  and  they  refused  to  do  anything  to  assist  the 
navigator.  On  the  next  norning  the  pilot,  1st  Lt.  V/ilbur 
Morris,  was  taken  out  to  the  plane  and  saw  tho  navigator 
still  pinned  down  but  with  his  head  subnorged  beneath  tho 
water .  'Ye  were  led  to  believe  that  the  navigator  would  be 
buried  but  we  do  not  know  if  this  actually  happened.  I 
do  not  know  the  identity  of  any  of  the  Japanese  involved 
in  this  incident. 

On  the  third  day  after  our  capture  we  were  moved  by  boat 
to  Langoon,  tho  canitol  of  this  Island,  where  all  nine  of 
us  wore  interrogated  and  rorained  eight  or  nine  days.

™  hr.d  boon  In  t’ls  prison  for  seven  days  thTpilot 
f.orris,  w  s  flo’./n  to  Tokyo  and  I  did  not  soo  hin  ag*in 
until  February,  1944,  at  Ofuna.  After  30  days  in  this 
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prison  tv/o  of  the  enlisted  non,  Jones  and  Scott,  the 
engineer  and  radio  operator,  'acre  flown  to  Tokyo  and 
the  remaining  four  enlisted  non  wore  moved  by  truck  to 
c  prison  camp  about  four  or  five  miles  distant  from 
this  prison  and  they  were  held  there  until  later  joined 
by  the  two  of  us  loft  in  this  prison.  /The  co-pilot  and 
myself  stayed  in  this  prison  for  68  days  in  all  under 
the  daily  interrogations  and  frequent  beatings  and  the 
living  conditions  described  before.  All  of  us  had 
sustained  serious  injuries  in  the  crash  of  our  plane 
and  despite  these  were  forced  to  live  in  a  prison  and 
take  these  daily  beatings.  1st  Lt.  Wilbur  L.  Morris, 
the  pilot,  had  sustained  cuts  about  the  body.  2d  Lt. 

Robert  M.  Russell,  the  co-pilot,  had  sustained  small 
cuts  about  his  back,  arms  and  logs  and  had  a  broken  nose. 
T/Sgt.  Paul  Jones  the  engineer,  had  a  broken  leg  and 
many  cuts.  T/Srt.  Scott  the  radio  operator,  had  cuts 
about  the  f-ce  and  legs.  S/Sgt.  Charles  Bowman  the 
gunner,  had  broken  ribs,  broken  breastbone,  and  deep  cuts 
on  the  face,  mouth,  arms  and  le;-s  and  had  lost  a  groat 
deal  of  blood  and  passed  out  many  times  during  his 
imprisonment .  S/Sgt.  Chester  Brown,  the  tail  gunner, 
whose  right  arm  had  been  broken  in  two  places  and  had 
sustained  a  dislocated  right  elbow  and  many  cuts,  S/Sgt.

Wo  asked  the  naval  commander 
in  charge  of  this  base  for  medical  care  upon  our  arrival 
hero  and  as  often  afterwards  as  wo  we re  able  to  see  him. 

We  v/ore  laughed  at  and  received  no  medical  care.  In 
addition  to  personally  asking  the  commander  I  also  asked 
Ickios,  but  to  no  avail,  though  on  one  occasion  Ickios 
sent  a  Japanese  nodical  corpsman  to  soe  me  in  ny  cell 
and  this  corosrmn  gave  me  some  salvo  to  rub  on  ny  broken 
collarbone  telling  no  this  would  cause  it  to  knit  and 
heal.  I  throw  the  salve  away.  I  caught  malaria  in  this 
prison  and  never  received  any  medical  care  for  this. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  commandant,  the  naval 
commander  of  this  base,  know  of  the  living  conditions  in 
this  orison,  the  physical  condition  in  which  the  men  were 
and  the  daily  beatings  and  interrogations.  I  was  warned  of 
this  by  the  commandant  before  imprisonment.  Ho  told  me  the 
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choico  was  nine,  that  is  to  tr.lk  and  be  sent  to  a  good 
place  or  just  renain  here  under  the  conditions  such  as 
I  have  described ,  Throughout  our  68  days  of  inprison- 
nent  hero  I  counted  18  raids  by  American  planes.  During 
those  raids  wc  wore  kept  locked  in  our  cells  where  the 
smoke  would  bo  very  thick  and  breathing  would  become 
very  difficult.  We  wore  told  that  v/c  could  not  use  the 
airraid  shelters  because  we  wore  not  prisoners  of  war 
but  captives.  There  were  ample  shelters  for  us  to  use 
here.  None  of  us  hero  we re  ever  wounded  in  those  air 
raids.  /When  the  four  enlisted  r;cn  v/cre  taken  from  this 
orison  after  30  days  to  the  prisoner  of  war  camp  four 
or  five  miles  distant  they  did  receive  some  medical  care 
from  a  Dutch  doctor  v/ho  was  also  a  prisoner.  I  learned 
this  later  from  Bov/nan,  Brown,  Warren  and  Kuhland,  the 
four  men  v/ho  wore  transferred.  Finally,  on  7  December 
1943,  the  co-pilot  and  myself  were  taken  out  of  this 
prison  and  taken  by  motorcycle  to  this  prisoner  of  war 
camp  where  our  enlisted  non  had  been  taken  previously. 

There  I  received  some  auininc  for  my  malaria  and  some  pills 
for  our  v  ry  rundown  condition,  and  some  very  good  food. 
The  Dutch  doctor  said  ho  did  not  have,  nor  could  he  get, 
any  anaesthesia  nor  plaster  of  Paris  to  set  my  shoulder 
or" Brown's  right  arm.  Mv  weight  had  gone  from  187  at  the 
tine  of  my  capture  to  148.  I  remained  at  this  camp  until 
12  December  1943  when  Russell  and  I  and  the  four  enlisted 
men  of  our  crew  were  put  aboard  a  merchant  vessel,  about 
a  6,000  ton  ship.  In  addition  to  the  six  of  us  there  was 
a  U.  S.  Navy  Lieutenant,  J.  G..  Yuglovich  of  Seattle, 
Washington,  also  put  aboard  with  us.  There  were  about 
100  Japanese  sailors  aboard  who  were  returning  to  Japan 
and  a  cargo  of  nickel  ore.  Nine  Japanese  naval  enlisted 
personnel  were  assigned  to  guard  us  throughout  this  trip. 
mc  wore  aboard  this  ship  60  days  before  docking  in  Japan. 

Wo  had  to  wash  this  ship  daily,  wore  forced  to  march  in 
goose-step  stylo  for  the  pleasure  and  amusement  of  our 
guards,  and  forced  to  do  pushing  up  exercises  or  cales- 
thenics  until  v/c  dropped  v.nd  then  wore  beaten  for  failure 
to  hold  our  position.  vlo  wore  beaten  several  times  with 
a  wooden  cane  about  the  size  of  a  Japanese  sword  because 
during  the  ni~ht  v/c  wc  r..  locked  in  our  hold  and  not  allowed 
to  use  the  latrine.  ’To  kept  a  can  in  the  hold  and  used 
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this  and  when  this  was  discovered  all  of  us  wore  beaten 
by  our  gu-rds.  One  day  on  this  trio  I  was  told  by  ono 
of  tho  guards  to  nick  ur>  soao  heavy  nets  used  for 
sleeping.  I  tried  to  pick  then  up  and  couldn't  because 
I  was  too  weak.  I  was  wearing  only  a  pair  of  shorts 
at  the  tine  and  this  guard  took  a  lighted  cigarette  and 
jabbed  it  into  ny  back  three  tines.  On  the  next  day  I 
cane  dorm  with  beri-bori  and  lost  the  use  of  ny  hands 
.and  legs.  I  received  no  treatnent  of  any  nature  for  this. 
2d  Lt .  Russell  also  cane  down  with  tho  sane  and  lost  the 
use  of  his  legs  and  began  to  lose-  the  use  of  his  hands. 

From  then  on  both  of  us  had  to  be  carried  v.’herevcr  we  went. 
This^ paralysis  of  ny  hands  and  logs  lasted  nine  nonths 
and  Russell's  lasted  about  20  nonths.  I  have  full  coordin¬ 
ation  of  th^  hands  and  legs  nor;  but  Russell  does  not. 

7c  v/ero  kept  in  the  bow  of  tho  boat  and  were  barricaded  in 
at  night.  H!o  were  told  that  if  the  ship  were  torpedoed 
wo  v/ore  going  down  with  her.  After  60  days  of  this  vie 
arrived  at  Ofuna,  Japan,  and  it  was  there  that  I  received 
r.y  first  nodical  treatnent  for  beri-beri  but  nothing  was 
done  for  ny  shoulder  because  of  the  lack  of  facilities 
for  proper  treatnent.  Ruhland ,  v/ho  had  sustained  a  broken 
kneecap  in  the  crash  has  a  pernanent  injury.  He  can  walk 
only  a  short  while  before  the  leg  bothers  hir.  and  he  vns 
advised  that  it  is  too  late  nor/  for  surgery.  Jones  need 
to  have  his  leg  robroken  and  reset  and  I  need  to  have  ny 
collarbone  robroken.  Brov/n's  am  will  need  to  be  corrected 
by  surgery  if  this  is  possible.  /Of  tho  Japanese  naval 
personnel  assigned  as  our  guards  on  this  boat  trip  one 
v/r.s  nanod  Yanashita  (phonetic)  and  .another  was  named 
Welsh a  (phonetic).  The  latter  had  been  a  policeman  in 
Tokyo  before  the  war.  I  cannot  recall  the  identity  of 
any  of  tho  other  guards. 

Q.  Do  you  know  tho  nano  of,  or  can  you  describe  any  dis¬ 
tinguishing  characteristics  of  commanding  officer  of  the 
car.p,  or  other  officer  or  official  responsible  for  tho 
actions  of  the  person  guilty  of  such  conduct?
